\  1/E  believe  Olympiad  to  be  the  sensational  Rose  of  the  decade  and 
f  f  the  outstanding  novelty  of  1932.  The  color  is  absolutely  unique — a 
lustrous  dark  oriental  scarlet,  its  depth  and  warmth  accentuated  by 
a  bright  golden  base.  This  richness  is  further  intensified  by  a  marvelous  vel¬ 
vety  sheen  that  renders  the  flower  exceedingly  effective  especially  in  artificial 
light,  with  a  scarlet  glow  of  flame-like  brilliancy.  The  distinctive  beauties  of 
Olympiad,  conspicuous  though  they  are,  have  been  found  indescribable  even 
by  the  experts;  words  cannot  convey  a  true  and  accurate  conception  either  of 
its  bizarre  and  exquisite  coloring  or  its  superb  form.  It  is  the  Rose  of  supreme 
loveliness  and  cannot  be  visualized  but  must  be  seen. 

The  bud  is  long  and  pointed,  the  petals  are  very  broad,  and  the  blossom 
is  magnificent  in  every  stage  of  development.  It  is  iong-stemmed,  a  splendid 
keeper,  and  a  peerless  cut-flower.  The  plant  is  amply  furnished  with  healthy, 
handsome  dark-green  foliage,  practically  immune  to  disease.  Olympiad  is 
equally  valuable  for  planting  under  glass  and  as  a  subject  for  the  rose  garden, 
growing  vigorously  and  blooming  freely  in  either  case.

The  glow  and  brilliancy  manifest  in  this  superb 
novelty  must  be  seen  to  be  appreciated. 


AUTUMN.  A  remarkably  beautiful  new  Rose 
which  has  given  splendid  performance,  both 
as  to  growth  and  free-flowering  qualities,  in 
our  trials  during  the  past  two  years.  The 
buds  are  of  medium  size  and  expand  to  a 
fully  opened  bloom  of  elegant  form  and  sub¬ 
stance.  The  petals  are  thick  and  leathery, 
which  tends  to  increase  its  keeping  qualities 
when  used  as  a  cut  flower. 

The  color  displayed  in  the  open  flower  is  a 
beautiful  and  intense  shade  of  deep  burnt- 
orange,  overlaid  in  the  exterior  portion  of  the 
petals  with  ruddy  scarlet  and  crimson.  There 
are  few  Roses  with  better  foliage,  with  the 
additional  advantage  of  the  latter  being  prac¬ 
tically  mildew-proof.

It  bears 
very  large,  fully  double  flowers  which  open 
well  in  all  weathers  and  is  intensely  fragrant. 
The  color  is  a  rich  shade  of  wine-red,  merging 
to  rich  crimson.  At  certain  seasons  of  the 
year,  especially  in  the  late  fall,  the  color  in 
the  flowers  is  a  uniform  rich  crimson  through¬ 
out.  We  have  found  it  to  be  mildew-proof 
and  an  exceedingly  vigorous  grower.  It  sends 
up  numerous  strong  basal  canes  and  is  con¬ 
stantly  in  bloom,  we  regard  it  as  one  of  the 
best  crimsons  introduced  in  recent  years.

The  plants  are  much  branched, 
every  shoot  bearing  its  quota  of  lovely  blossoms 
throughout  the  entire  season.  The  color  is  an  en¬ 
trancing  shade  of  soft  salmon-pink,  uniform 
throughout  the  flower.

Due  to  its  wonderful  coloring — shadings 
of  gold,  apricot,  yellow,  coral-pink,  old-rose  and 
orange,  a  combination  that  produces  an  effect  seen 
in  no  other  Rose — this  was  the  show  sensation  of 
the  past  two  years  and  still  holds  its  full  prestige. 
While  the  whole  effect  is  golden-yellow  and  copper, 
with  pink  suffusion  in  the  bud,  fascinating  changes 
occur.  The  half-open  stage  discloses  a  decided  old- 
rose  above  the  yellow  base,  and  as  this  fades  the 
deeper  pink  in  the  original  flower  becomes  more 
intensified.  Buds  are  long  and  perfectly-formed  and 
the  blossoms  full,  double,  high-centered  and  shapely, 
with  fairly-large  and  heavy  petals.  Growth  of  the 
plant  is  strong  and  vigorous,  with  abundant  glossy- 
green  foliage.

The  Planting  &  (fare  of  Poses 

Some  Simple  but  Important  Requisites  for  Success 
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ROSE  culture  is  an  easy  matter,  with  scarcely  a  chance  of  failure  if  a  few  simple  requirements  are  com¬ 
plied  with.  No  subject  responds  more  generously  to  good  treatment.  Obviously  the  first  essential  is  to 
obtain  good,  strong,  low-budded,  field-grown  plants  of  select  varieties,  since  a  wrong  beginning  in  this 
respect  can  be  corrected  only  by  starting  anew,  with  loss  of  time,  labor,  money  and  enjoyment.  Dependable 
stock  having  been  ordered  proper  planting  and  care  will  insure  success — results  that  will  repay  your  efforts  a 
thousandfold.  Here  are  plain  directions  that  should  enable  anyone  to  grow  the  Queen  of  Flowers  to  the  state 
of  perfection: 


CARE  OF  PLANTS  UPON  ARRIVAL:  As  soon 
as  you  receive  the  plants  remove  the  various  materials 
in  which  they  are  packed  for  shipment,  excepting, 
however,  the  damp  spaghnum  moss  about  the  roots. 
This  should  be  left  on  until  the  plants  are  ready  for 
placing  in  their  final  growing  quarters.  If  you  live 
in  a  locality  where  the  ground  does  not  freeze,  as  for 
example  certain  portions  of  the  Southern  States  or  the 
lower  latitudes  of  the  Pacific  Slope,  the  moss  should 
be  removed  at  once  and  the  plants  placed  in  the  bed 
where  they  are  to  grow. 

In  the  more  northerly  sections,  where  the  ground 
is  frozen  and  planting  out  impracticable,  remove,  as 
above,  all  the  packing  except  the  moss  around  the 
roots  and  bury  the  plants  to  the  tips  in  a  cold 
frame.  If  a  cold  frame  is  not  available,  the  dirt 
floor  of  an  outbuilding,  such  as  a  shed  or  cool  cellar, 
will  answer.  In  any  instance  cover  the  plants  com¬ 
pletely  with  soil.  Select  a  position  where  there  is 
plenty  of  light,  but  not  direct  sunlight  and  no  arti¬ 
ficial  heat  whatever.  As  soon  as  Spring  breaks  and 
it  is  possible  to  work  the  soil,  plant  them  out  in  the 
garden.  If  the  plants  are  to  be  buried,  as  suggested 


in  the  preceding  paragraphs,  it  is  advisable  to  wrap 
them  in  a  piece  of  ordinary  window  screen,  to  guard 
against  the  attacks  of  mice,  etc. 

LOCATION  OF  BEDS:  Roses  give  the  best  re¬ 
sults  in  fully  exposed,  sunny  situations  where  free 
circulation  of  air  is  assured,  and  if  possible,  well 
removed  from  any  buildings.  It  is  inadvisable  to 
plant  them  in  even  partial  shade,  as  lack  of  sunlight 
induces  leaf  mildew  in  dull  weather. 

SOIL:  Much  has  been  said  regarding  the  soil 
best  adapted  to  Roses,  but  our  experience  has  been 
that  they  do  well  in  almost  any  good,  rich  land  with 
a  strong  preference  for  soils  of  a  heavy  nature. 

PREPARATION  FOR  PLANTING:  Given  that  a 
suitable  plot  has  been  selected,  we  now  come  to  the 
main  essentials  to  success. 

The  soil  should  be  trenched  or  spaded  to  a  depth 
of  not  less  than  18  inches,  breaking  all  lumps,  remov¬ 
ing  all  stones,  etc.  This  operation  complete,  spread 
over  it  three  or  four  inches  of  rotted  manure.  Spade 
in,  and  when  thoroughly  incorporated,  rake  the  bed 
to  final  grade. 
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Measure  the  distance  apart  plants  are  to  be  set, 
allowing  two  and  one-half  or  three  feet  between  them. 
At  each  designated  point  dig  a  hole  12  inches  wide 
by  2  feet  deep;  place  in  the  bottom  8  inches  of  well- 
rotted  manure,  preferably  cow  manure,  if  obtainable. 

Tread  this  firmly.  On  top  of  this  put  6  inches  of  well 
prepared  soil  containing  no  manure  whatever.  Tre'ad 
again  to  firm  the  layer  of  soil  on  manure.  The  re¬ 
maining  portion  of  the  unfilled  hole  will  now  be  ready 
to  receive  the  plant. 

If  the  Roses  are  in  a  dormant  or  bare-root  condi¬ 
tion,  place  them  in  the  holes  and  carefully  spread  out 
the  roots  in  as  nearly  natural  position  as  possible, 
gradually  filling  in  with  fresh  soil  containing  no 
manure.  When  the  hole  is  completely  filled,  tread 
the  soil  around  the  plant  as  firmly  as  possible.  Make 
a  basin  immediately  surrounding  the  plant  and  water 
thoroughly. 

DEPTH  OF  PLANTING:  The  accompanying  illus¬ 
tration  shows  a  fair  sample  of  one  of  our  strong 
2-year-old  budded  Rose  bushes.  B  denotes  the  point 
of  insertion  of  the  bud  in  the  original  wild  stock.  A, 
the  depth  that  the  plant  should  be  set  in  the  soil. 
C  indicates  the  splendid  root  action  to  be  noted  in  the 
class  of  Roses  which  we  send  out.  The  point  A  is 
about  3  inches  above  point  B.  Point  A  is  the  proper 
height  the  soil  should  reach  when  the  plant  is  fin¬ 
ally  set. 

WATERING:  With  the  exception  of  an  occa¬ 

sional  syringing  to  clean  the  foliage  of  dust,  Roses 
should  have  little  or.  no  water  overhead.  Irrigation 
either  by  means  of  shallow  trenches  running  along 
the  rows  or  by  an  individual  basin  around  each  plant 
are  the  best  methods.  This  puts  the  water  where  it 
belongs— at  the  roots. 

In  sections  where  there  is  small  rainfall  the  plants 
should  be  kept  moist  during  their  entire  growing 
season.  After  each  watering  a  liberal  but  shallow 
cultivation  of  the  soil  will  prove  highly  beneficial  and 
will  tend  to  retain  the  moisture  in  the  ground. 

It  is  almost  impossible  to  make  any  hard-and-fast 
rule  in  regard  to  the  frequency  of  watering,  as  at 
times  the  heat  and  consequent  evaporation  is  greater 
than  at  others.  The  principal  thing  to  take  note  of  is 
to  see  that  the  soil  is  continually  moist  during  the 
flowering  or  growing  period.  A  mulch  of  well-rotted 
manure,  2  or  3  inches  deep  over  the  entire  surface  of 
the  bed,  will  help  check  evaporation,  saving  water. 

PRUNING:  The  principal  pruning  should  be  done 
either  just  after  the  plants  have  finished  Summer 
growth — say  in  the  months  of  November  or  December, 
or  in  very  cold  sections  just  before  the  sap  begins  to 
rise  in  the  Spring. 

It  is  difficult  to  give  full  data  as  to  the  method  of 
pruning,  but  it  might  be  summed  up  as  follows: 

Remove  all  small  twiggy  growths,  pruning  back  to 
strong,  well-ripened  canes  which  are  well  furnished 
with  healthy,  big  dormant  eyes.  As  a  general  thing, 
the  entire  top  of  the  plant  should  be  removed.  The 
engraving  shows  a  properly  pruned  Hybrid-Tea,  a  2- 
year-old  plant.  As  the  plant  ages  it  naturally  will 
support  more  canes  and  should  be  pruned  accordingly. 
Very  drastic  pruning  is  advised  for  exhibition  blooms 
only. 


INSECTS  AND  DISEASES:  Roses  are  affected 
with  various  diseases,  pests,  etc.,  but  we  will  only 
treat  of  two  which  give  the  most  trouble.  These  are 
aphis,  or  green  fly,  and  mildew. 

For  the  first  use  a  strong  solution  of  tobacco 
water,  administered  on  a  quiet  evening  with  a  spray 
pump. 

For  the  second,  take  two  ounces  of  slaked  lime, 
mix  with  one  pound  sulphur,  place  in  pot,  add  two 
gallons  of  water;  boil  for  three  or  four  minutes.  The 
sulphur,  insoluble  in  water  alone,  is  dissolved  through 
the  action  of  the  lime,  forming  a  sulphurous  solution. 
When  cold,  dilute  this  one  part  to  five  parts  water  and 
spray  affected  plants  thoroughly. 

WINTER  CARE:  In  sections  where  freezing  con¬ 
ditions  are  severe.  Roses  of  all  classes  can  be  safely 
wintered  in  the  open  ground  by  hilling  up  around 
the  plants  with  soil  as  far  as  possible  and  placing 
on  top  of  this  a  heavy  mulching  of  dry  leaves,  straw 
or  other  similar  litter.  Remove  same  as  soon  as 
danger  of  frost  is  over.  With  these  details  taken 
care  of  even  the  tenderest  Tea  Rose  can  be  wintered 
in  the  harshest  Eastern  climate.  The  hilling  up  of 
the  plants  or  the  covering  with  litter  is  quite  unneces¬ 
sary  where  heavy  freezing  conditions  do  not  prevail. 


SUBSTITUTION.  It  is  not  possible  to  forecast  exactly  what  the  demand  will  be  for  any 
particular  Roses  in  our  list  and  sometimes  certain  varieties  are  sold  out  early  in  the  season.  When 
ordering,  please  state  whether  or  not  we  are  at  liberty  to  substitute.  We  endeavor  always  to  give 
equally  good  or  better  varieties  than  those  we  cannot  supply,  our  aim  being  to  please  the  customer 
in  every  instance.  Obviously  it  is  advisable  to  get  orders  in  early.
